I found this day (Oct. 1) while digging sweet potatoes on my farm situated on the right 
bank of the Delaware river in Tinicum Tp. Bucks Co. Pa., what I suppose is a new rare specimen 
of a colonial copper coin issued in 1722. It is one inch in diameter and bears on its obverse side 
the head of King George looking to the right, surrounded by the words Georgius Dei Gratia Rex. 
On the reverse side a full bloom rose and the words Rosa, Americana, Utile, Dulci, 1722. 








Any information pointing to the probable numismatic value of said coin would be 
gratefully received. The coin is a little discolored from long exposure but the letters, face, and 
date are quite legible.
